Stock Records. 


\ perpetual inventory is a record of all goods that come 
mnto and ym out ot the shop, these records to be checked 
by an actual physical inventory with such regularity and 
trequency that the accounts can safely be considered as 
exhibiting a correct inventory. This does not mean 
the substitution of a book account for an actual count of 
he goods. The physical inventory is necessary, just as 

is necessary to count the cash to verify the cash bal- 
ance, but, generally speaking, just as accurate account 
should he kept of stock as of cash. 

\ stock record to be of value should at all times ex- 

. cact condition of every item in stock, there- 
fore an account showing only the value of the entire stock 
will not suffice. Ther ould be a separate record of each 
item or class of therefore a system of units 1s 
advisable Since som ms are more active than others, 
provision must be made for unlimited expansion. For 


such records. cards or loose leaf books are the most satis- 


factory. 
as in Fig. 1, should be used for each article 
f goods, and should be ruled to show the quan- 
tities received, quantities disbursed and balance in stock. 
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Fig. 1. Stock Record Card. 


These stock record cards should be filed behind guide 
cards on which are written the indexes separating the 
different classes of materials, such as “Cast Iron Fittings,” 
“Malleable Iron Fittings,” “Galvanized Iron Fittings.” 
“Wrought Iron Pipe,” “Soil Pipe,” “Soil Pipe Fittings.” 

Referring to the form on the card, across the top, we 
find the name of the article, the size, the location (mean- 
ing its location in the stock room) and the maximum 
and minimum limits. For every item in stock, it is advis- 
able to establish a limit above which the stock should not 
be allowed to go without being given special attention; 
also a low limit which may also be termed “the danger 
limit.” By watching these limits when goods are taken 
trom the stock room, the stockkeeper can keep in pretty 
close touch with the general conditions of the stock. 

When any material is received from the supply houses 
or any outside source, a delivery or receiving slip should 
accompany the goods, or if not, one should be made out 
at once and turned over to the stockkeeper to enter on 
the stock record cards, and to be checked up with the 
invoice for the goods.

The use of receiving slips for checking goods rece1\ 
will prevent mistakes and much annoyance in the mat! 
of lost or mislaid bills, and with this system it is unn: 
essary to send the bills to the stockkeeper, as the st: 
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keeper can check the various items received with the 


receiving slips, and enter them direct on the stock cards 
from the receiving slips 

In the shops where it is the practice of trusting to the 
memory instead of making an immediate record when 
oods are taken from the stock room, makes it almost cer- 
tain that in the hurry of the day’s work, some more or 
less important items are going to be overlooked. 

When any material is to be taken from the shop, wheth- 
r it be for jobbing or a contract, a blank with heading as 
in Fig. 3, should be filled in by the workman, and taken 
to the stock man or boy, as the size of the business 
varrants, or if there is no stock clerk, it should be turned 
over to the bookkeeper.

\s it frequently happens that the quantity of materials 
required for a job cannot be exactly estimated before- 
hand, a larger quantity is taken to a job than 1s ac- 
tually used. In that case the material left over should be 
returned to the shop, and a credit slip, as in Fig. 4, should 
be made out giving credit to the job for the material re- 
turned, and the credit slip should be turned into the office 
at the time. The difference between what was taken out 
and what was returned unused, will give the actual ma- 
terial used on the job.

After a job is completed, these requisitions and credit 
slips, and the orders or bills from the supply houses for 
material purchased from the jobbers and shipped direct 
to the jobs, should be checked up with the charges on the 
job tickets turned in by the workmen. 

In order to prevent confusion, it is better to have the 
requisition blanks, credit slips and receiving slips of dif- 
ferent colors from each other; the requisition blanks 
might be white, credit slips yellow and the receiving slips 
printed on pink paper. 

Stock records will not keep themselves, neither are those 
without responsibility in the matter likely to pay much 
attention to such records. Unless someone is made re- 
sponsible both for the stock itself and the recording of 
that stock, the system will be of little value. Under no 
circumstances should the stockkeeper allow supplies of 
any character to leave the stock room without first receiv- 
ing a requisition as in Fig. 3, and no one else but the 
stockkeeper should have authority to go to the stock 
room and help themselves. 

When we Say that goods should be placed in charge of 
a stockkeeper, we do not necessarily mean that a person 
must be employed for that purpose only, for the duties 
may be assumed by some other employe, such as the 
hookkeeper; but the main thing is to know that someone 
is making it a part of his business to maintain the inven- 
tory system. 

A stock record system is not intended as a substitute 
for an actual physical inventory; while it is assumed that 
the records will be correctly kept, it is true that errors 
will creep in and these can be detected only by a fre- 
quent check. It is not necessary, however, to take an ac- 
tual inventory of everything in stock to keep the records; 
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instead ot counting the entire stock, certain sections or

In a water supply system, 
the combination of a tank or receptacle, two sources of 
supply for the tank, one of which is adapted to supply 
warm water exhausted from auxiliary apparatus and the 
other cold water from a suitable source, valves respectively 
controlling said sources, and means responsive to varia- 
tions in the quantity of water in the tank for automatically 
opening and closing the valves, which opens the warm 
water valve to substantially full flow capacity before open- 
ing the cold water valve and closes the valves in the re- 
verse order.
